Growing Pains 

The free world views with dismay the 
-crratlc-efforta-or-tho-dlvlded-Congolcso 
peoples to find a basis for unity. In their 
young Independence. Yet this country 
flullered Its own "sharp divisions in Its 
— llr8t-atruKgllng-years-oMrcedom.„_ 
. Though Irom day to day the provincial 
ConBolese leaders blow hoi and cold on 
getting together under a central author- 
ity, both Katanga under Molae Tahombe 
and Oriental under leltlst Antolne Ol- 
zengft are still operating virtually as In- 
dependent states. 

■If wc look back to our own beginnings 
as a nation, however, wc "discover that we 
were torn 13 ways. 

Vn^f^r thft A rticles of _ Co nfederation 
which ser ved us from 1781 until the pres- 
ent constlEuEIon' was adopt'cd several- 
years later, we were a loose coalition of 
sovereign states. In one . historian's view, 
their relations were "essentially Interna- 
tional." And the states were dominated 
by mutual Jealousies and economic and 
political rivalries. 

The states warred 'constantly on the 
commercial level. New York slapped 
duties on Connecticut firewood and New 
Jersey cabbage. 

A prominent New Yorker Instructed the 
executor of his will not to let his son be 
-educated lnXonncctlcut.fprJtew_the_boy 
b e nffpn t.p ri hy that "low craft and' 
cunning so incident to the people of that 
country." 

Often It was hard to get enough mem- 
bers to attend congress to provide the 
needed quorum of 0 out of 13 states. Con- 
gress was not a legislative agency but an 
executive body, met only to carry out 
those things the states could agree on. A 
veto from Rhode Island or Virginia or 
North Carolina killed a proposal. 

There was no national Judiciary, no 
federal taxing power, no true executive. 
When congress was not meeting, a com- 
mittee Of 13 conducted "national" af- 
fairs. 

The Congolese, Independent only . e 
year, should perhapl^ be forgiven for 
needing a UtUo-more Urns to find their 
way.

This practice contrasts sharply with the 
attitude Elsenhower exhibited toward his 
■own predecessor, Harry-Truman. In Iko'i 
eight White House years. Truman never 
was consulted. nor did he set foot Inside 
his old "home" on Pennsylvania avenue, 

Recent examples ot Kennedy's ap- 
proach were the White House Invitation 
to the' general on the occasion of Japan- 
ese Prime Minister Ikeda's and FaUstan 
Pretldcnt Ayubis visits, and the arranged 
stop-oft of Ayub at Elsenhower's QcttyS' 
burg farm. 



Bome argue that such efforts, and par- 
tlcularly. Kennedy's trip to Dee's farm 
-Tittcr-thB-Caban-dcbaclerare-vrtioUy-po- 
lltlcal In purpose — aimed at blunting par- 
ttjuUrcnUcfsm by blurring party lines. 

Nevertheless, the net effect 'has been 
to convey a strong picture of unity, and 
perhaps to create a bridge for even stouter 
links should some deeper national crisis 
stir the need, 

Elsenhower could not bring himself to 
follow a similar course with Truman. 
Heavily documented Is the fact he smart- 
ed foe years under Truman's harsh camr 
palgn charges In 1952. 

Surprising to many was the fact Blsen- 
hower stayed ongry— with broadly de- 
plored effect on the nation's "unity 
image." In 1957, for example, he was ask- 
ed to push foreign aid, which he deemed 
vital, at a big rally. The hitch: Then 
'Vice President Nixon and others suggest- 
ed he appear side by side "with Truman. 
He blew up. and refused. 

Many observers feel, .however, that a 
good case can be made for the Idea that 
national unity deserves presidential pri- 
ority over private Judgments and grlev' 
anccs.
